The moral of this whole history seems to be that 
|Mme. Caldelar is a woman of irritable and impe- 
rious temper, of great vanity, no tact, no discretion. 
That these societies are assemblies where dunces 
praise each other and voluntarily mistake the ap- 
plause of a petty circle for fame which the world 
denies them. They are companies founded to 
gratify vanity by distinctions which, though worth- 
less in the daylight of the world, glitter brilliantly 
enough in the lamps of the societies’ meeting, and 
by power, which, though exerted on hare-brained 
men and women in marshalling their precedence on 
the stand, or at the piano, has its sweets. These 
societies are not objects of blame. They keep their 
members out of mischief, they fill the crevices of 
life with wadding which, though worthless, is 
nevertheless soft; they maintain a spirit of a certain 
| sort of sociability without great expense of money. 
Wise men and wise women will, however, keep out 
of them. 

Mr. Thompsen, the keeper of the Royal Museums 
of Copenhagen, is dead. His works on numisma- 
tics and archeology have made his name famous 
in the learned world, and he was the founder of 
the celebrated society of Scandinavian Archeology. 

M. Eugéne Geruzer is dead. He for many years 
filled M. Villemain’s chair at the Sorboune, wrote 
many text-books for schools and colleges. His 
“ History of Literature during the First Revolution” 
was a work of high merit; it was rewarded by a 
‘prize which the French Academy bestowed on it. 
| He was a satellite (1 use the word in its best sense) 
of M. Villemain, and owed to the latter’s patronage 
many academical crowns, the place at the Sorbonne, 
and a chair at the Normal School. He was an ex- 
cellent man, with great power of labor, but without 
one spark of that fire which we call genius or talent. 
The Baron Felix Bonnaire, who founded the “ Revue 
des Deux Mondes,” and, I believe, ruined himself 
by the enterprise, has departed this life. 

Space failed me recently for mention of our latest 
publications, but I can no longer delay notice of 
them. Abbé A. Delacroix has given us an interest- 
ing “ Life of Fléchier,” the eminent pulpit orator; 
we have an “ imitation’ of Burns’s poems by M. 
Démonceaux ; Abbé Hanauer, “An Essay on the 
Peasants of Alsace during the Middle Ages;” a 
Father Jesuit, “A Guide to Latin Conversation, 
containing a Collection of the more Common Words, 
a Selection of Familiar Phrases, Dialogues, ete.,” in 
fine, just such a handbook as Murray gives for 
foreign languages. The town of Nancy has given 
us the first volume of a collection of unpublished 


‘documents relating to its history, “M. Le Page ;” 


we have the seventeenth volume of Napoleon’s 
Correspondence (the eighteenth is in press, and will 
appear shortly); M. Henri de Parville has given 
us “An Inhabitant of the Planet Mars,” which is 
an interesting description of that star; M. Rethoré, 
“ A Discussion of Condillac’s Doctrines ;” M. Fran- 
cis Wey, “Upper Savoy,” a book of travels; M. 
de Bourgoing, “ Diplomatic History of Europe dur- 
ing the First French Revolution ;” a fifth edition of 
Desbarolles’s “ Mysteries of the Hand;” M. Dien 
has given us a “ Celestial Atlas,” containing above 
100,000 stars (M. Leverrier spoke of it in terms of 
high commendation at a recent meeting of the 
Academy of Sciences), price 35f.; M. Pouchet has 
given us “The Infinitely Great and the Infinitely 
Little of the World of Science ;” we have the first 
part of M. Vassilief’s “Boudhism, its Dogmas, 
Hlistory, and Literature.”’

IMPROVEMENTS IN PAGINATION. 

Axy one who is constantly making researches 
among books is perpetually annoyed by the diver- 
sified methods of citation which prevail. We do 
not refer to the citation of the titles of books, al- 
though there is very great irregularity in that 
respect. Such titles are often abbreviated, and 
dates and places of publication and names of pub- 
lishers are omitted or only imperfectly given, so 
that, especially in cases where there are numerous 
editions, the particular edition intended is not iden- 
tified by adequate badges or indicia, and much time 
is consumed by the investigator in exploring cata- 
logues and bibliographical manuals before he is 
enabled to render the reference certain. This in- 
convenience is increased in this country by the fact 
that we very frequently have to deal both with 
foreign editions and our own republications. We 
intended, however, to call attention to the irregular 
modes of making citations from the contents of 
books. This is a subject of extreme practical im- 
portance, and we should be glad to receive such 
practical suggestions from our correspondents as 
may be prompted by their experience. The prob- 
lem is to designate, if possible, a mode by which a 
citation made from any important work may be at 


once verified by any person having any edition of , 


that work. The ability to turn readily to any par- 
ticular passage in a work adds vastly to the utility 
of the work. Let us suppose that no way had ever 
been devised for turning to a particular portion of 
the Bible, and we can then form some conception of 
the desirableness and convenience of that which we 
propose for general adoption in certain departments 
of literature. Without the subdivision of the books 
of the Scriptures, first into chapters and afterwards 
into verses, the easy and prompt use of Scripture 
would be quite impossible. Now we submit that 
the same kind of necessity, though of course vastly 


less in degree, which has led to biblical chapters | 


and verses exists in certain portions of our litera- 
ture. The great historical, poetical, and literary 
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works of a civilized nation are possessions for all 
time, and they are subjects of constant reference in 
books and discourse. Merely to quote a passage 
and designate a page is insufficient, for editions are 
innumerable and the pagination varies in each, 
'In some cases, where references are frequent, this 
evil has been corrected. In our Homer, Virgil, 


Horace, Milton, and other poetic writers the system | 


of a marginal notation of the lines has been adopted, 
In the drama the divisions of acts and scenes mate- 
rially narrow the field within which the reader is 
to hunt for the given quotation. Yet this has been 
found inadequate, and recently we have been fur- 
nished with critical editions of Shakspeare in which 
the lines are noted numerically in the margin. 
But in our great prose writers we have no such 
helps in the search for a passage. If a sentence is 
cited from Hobbes, Locke, Barrow, Taylor, Bacon, 
or Gibbon, how is it to be readily found? We may 
be referred to a chapter, but a chapter with such 
voluminous writers is sometimes as long as an 
|ordinary octavo. We may be referred to pages, 
but pages vary with each edition, and I may have 
six editions and the reference may be to a seventh, 
Surely a reform is needed here. How is it to be 
effected? Cannot a system of citation be adopted 
which shall be universally applicable to all editions? 
‘Several modes occur to us which might solve the 
problem stated above. The biblical method of 
chapters and verses would probably be unmanage- 
able and unsuited, besides, to the form of modern 
literature. Another mode would be the adoption 
of the paragraph system. ‘It is quite common now 
|for authors of legal treatises, especially in the 
| United States, to divide the matter of the book into 
paragraphs denoted by the sign for a paragraph or 
section together with continuous numbers, thus: 
§ 22, § 23, § 24, ete. In such cases the references 
in making citatious will be merely to the number 
of the section, and the passage is very readily 
found. This system could be readily adopted ina 
certain class of works without marring the page or 
breaking up the unity of composition. Those legal 
productions to which it has been applied exhibit as 
much flow and consecution of thought and style as 
are required by the continuity of historical, didac- 
tic, or argumentative composition. Wesee no valid 
reason why the sign and numeral indicative of sec- 
tions could not be adopted in many prose works. 
They need not necessarily require that the series of 
sentences should be broken so 4s to leave unfinished 
lines, for they might be inserted at intervals in the 
body of the page, and would probably not disfigure 
it any more than some of our punctuation marks or 
the characters used to indicate foot-notes. Another 
mode of facilitating reference would be to apply to 


prose the numerical notation of the lines by nume- © 


rals in the margin, as is now done in the case of 
poetry. We are already accustomed to this in 
poetical composition, and could soon familiarize 
ourselves to it in that which was non-poetical. 
' The first volume of Blackstone’s ‘ Commentaries 00 
the Laws of England’’ was published in 1765, just 
!one hundred years ago, yet the original paging, in- 
dicated by a pretixed star, has been retained in all 
the subsequent editions, so that any, citation may 
‘be verified by a person possessing any one of the 
numerous reprints either English or American. 
The same mode of notation is almost universaily 
applied to English law books republished in this 
country. Why could it not be in like’ manner 
applied to leading works in literature? We can 


assure American republishers that such an im 
provement would be gladly welcomed by theif 
customers. It will not mar the page a whit more 
than the dates which are inserted into the marginol 
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the page oreven its body in many historical treatises. 
We can name, if need be, two of the most important 
publications of this centary which were reprinted 
here with, of course, new paging, and the confusion, 
trouble, and vexation which we met with in using 
them were so great that we had to incur the expense 
of importing English copies. We were compelled 
to abandon the American editions from the difficulty 
of verifying the references made to these works by 
other English authors in the same department. 
In these particular works the references backwards 
and forwards in the foot-notes were reprinted just 
as they stood in the English edition, the numbers 
indicating the pages not being altered to correspond 
to the American pages. Sir William Hamilton, in 


editing the republication of Reid’s works, set an| 


example of careful attention to pagination. The 
figures indicating the original paging are retained 
by him inclosed in brackets, not in the margin of 
the page, but in the body of the text, and this 
original paging is also carried forwards continuously 
at the foot of the page. The references in his notes 
are to the original notation. His example is worthy 
of imitation. We ask our American publishers to 
adopt his or some other substantially similar plan. 
It is no novelty, for it has been tested and found 
indispensable by the law publishers, and if applied 
to the reprints of English works in history, science, 
and the higher departments of literature, it will not 
only help to exclude the competition of the English 
originals, but will add materially to the comfort of 
students and investigators.

The son of a poor weaver, Bruce 
studied for the ministry, and died of consumption, 
His publication was posthumous, and has long 
been much valued in Scotland. 

Croquet Lireratcre. — About twenty treatises 
upon the now fashionable game of Croquet have 
been published in England, and four or five in this 
country. It is now declared that this is only the 
old game of Pall Mall (hence the name of a street 
in London), which Charles II. was so fond of play- 
ing in St. James’s Park, as Pepys mentions. 

Aytiquity oF May.—Sir William Denison, who 
has been successively Governor of Van Dieman’s 
Land, New South Wales, and Madras, Colonel of 
Engineers, has published a brochure entitled, “Man 
not so Old as Supposed.” 

CARLYLE’S FREDERICK THE GREAT.—This work has 
been completed by the publication of the fifth and 
sixth volumes.

On the Cam: Lectures on the University of Cambridge, 
in England. By William Everett, A.M. pp. xv., 
390. Cambridge: Sever & Francis. 
Mr. Everett graduated at Harvard in 1859, and 
then went tothe University of Cambridge, England, 
where he remained for four academic years, gradu- 
ating as B. A. in January, 1863. The present vol- 
ume contains his reflections upon the history, 
organization, and studies of the University, in the 
form of lectures, twelve in number, delivered at the 
| Lowell Institute, Boston, in January and February, 
1864. It is a pleasant volume, in some respects 
unsatisfactory, but entertaining as giving us an in- 
side view of Cambridge student life. The subjects 
| of the lectures are—general view of Cambridge Uni- 
versity ; history and objects of Cambridge scholar- 
ship ; methods of instruction and study ; incentives 
to study and non-students ; life of an under-gradn- 
' ate, regular.and exceptional; survey of the differ- 

ent colleges; great men of Cambridge before and 

since 1688; drawbacks of the Cambridge life ; rela- 

tions of Cambridge to the English church, and of 
| Cambridge, England, and America. The only in- 
structive part of the lectures consists of the state- 
ments of what fell under the personal observation 
of the writer. To be sure there is volunteered a 
| great deal of sage reflection about the subject of 

education, the study of the classics, and the functions 

of universities, but we do not choose to take our les- 
| sons on those matters from fresh graduates. Nor do 
| we set much store by the “ fine passages,” for they too 
| often smack of the rhetoric even of an undergradu- 
| ate of a single college. We would like to know, for 
| instance, what is meant when Paley is spoken of 
| (page 128) as “alone daring to strike at the towering 
spires of serpentine infidelity.” An allusion more 
| manifestly ophidian occurs in a touching invocation 
| (page 379) towards the close of the work: ‘‘O never, 
| never let the accursed serpent of calumny infuse 
'his foul poison into your ears, and fill your blood 
| with his leprous distilment, to the rejection of such 
| blessings!” As a further specimen of the frequent 

loftiness of the lecturer’s style, we quote a passage 
(page 380) eminently creditable to the taste of a 
graduate of two universities: “Already Aurora is 
| opening the gates of the morning, already the hours 
| are making ready the glittering car; and when the 
| sun of liberty himself issues, to drive his majestic 
| course along the starry zodiac of the ages, amid the 

gorgeous galaxy of the nations, he will yoke to his
